1. Call to Order/Roll Call (Scheirman)
¢ The meeting was officially called to order at 7:00 pm.

2. Adjustments to the Agenda (Scheirman)

e None.

3. Introduction of new member

e Eric Kneifel introduced himself. He and his wife moved to Sherwood about one year
ago. He’s enjoying the parks, trails and all the Sherwood has to offer.

e Brian Amer introduced himself. He and his wife moved to Sherwood last summer.
He’s looking forward to serving on the board.

4. Citizen Comment (Scheirman)

¢ Neil Shannon, Sherwood resident and Chair of the Budget Committee, asked for
information regarding the motion at the April PRB meeting regarding no SDC fees
being used for the Dog Park. Scheirman answered that the PRB wanted the priority to
be Woodhaven Park Phase 2. Scheirman added that his understanding on the SDC
fees are that they are to be used for capital improvements. He felt, and the Board
agreed, that the Dog Park did not qualify as a capital improvement but that
Woodhaven Park Phase 2 did. Shannon expressed appreciation for the explanation.

5. Approval of Minutes (Scheirman)
e Evans motioned to approve the April 6, 2015 minutes. Seconded. All in favor; motion
passed.

6. Girl Scout Project — Stella Olsen Park (Switzer)

e Girls Scouts from Troop 40490 presented to the Board that they would like to donate a
bench to the community. The Board suggested Woodhaven Park Phase 2 but in light
of the Troop’s timeline it was decided that Stella Olsen would be a better fit. The
bench will be by the new playground equipment. Evans moved, Kneifel seconded, all
in favor; motion passed to allow the Troop to install a bench at Stella Olson. Kuiper
asked the girls to explain their project. The girls explained that this is part of a Girl
Scout Bronze Award that they are trying to earn as a Troop. They are able to have
assistance from Troop parents and will work to earn money, solicit donations, and take
care of installation. The Board expressed appreciation for the offer and encouraged
the girls to continue to work with staff.

7. Woodhaven Park - Phase 2 (Stefanie Slyman / Ben Austin, HHPR)
e There was a Neighborhood Meeting on April 20. Representatives from HHPR
presented suggests to the board based on the comments received at that meeting.
Slyman passed out a map reflecting suggestions (Exhibit A).

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Bathroom doors moved so they don'’t open to picnic area
- Board agreed
Bathrooms rotated to allow site lines from play area
- Board agreed (north/south orientation)
More waste disposal posts for dog waste
- Board agreed to four disperser posts (at stairs going from playground to
path; at either end of east end trail)
Butterfly garden — not a lot of feedback either way
- Board agreed to keep butterfly garden
Shift path on east end away from houses to create a slight “buffer zone”
- Board agreed to shift the path approximately five feet away from houses.
It was undecided what should go in the “buffer zone” created. Switzer
will ask Craig Sheldon, Public Works Director, to weigh in on what
should go between fences and path — wildflowers vs grass. That portion
of the decision is on hold.
- Clifford asked what materials would be used for the path. Slyman said it
would be asphalt.
- Clifford asked if there was ADA access to the trail. Slyman said there
was from Pinehurst Drive.
- Amer asked about the east end of the trail connecting through to
Woodhaven. Slyman said not at this time.
- Clifford asked if there would be a drinking fountain. Slyman said there
would be one at the shelter / bathroom area.
- Distance of the path would be .42 mile.
Concerns for future community garden spot looking “messy”
- The community garden area is just reserved for potential future use so
no decision was necessary at this time.
Basketball (full) court moved closer to playground
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- Board agreed that full court was essential. There was much discussion
regarding the location. The Board did not want to move it closer to the
playground because of “big kids play” around the littler kids. There was
concern about possible bad language used, rougher play, etc., that can
be common on a basketball court compared to the younger kids playing
on the playground. There was also concern about cutting off the site
lines from the playground area to the other end of the park. It was
decided that the location shown on Exhibit A was the best spot
considering all other factors.

o Scale back parking lot (10 spots was suggested) and post “No Overnight
Parking”
- Board agreed
o Install a low fence in parking lot to discourage kids from just taking off into the
park when they get out of the car
- No discussion or decision made
o Install flagpole

- Board decided to include it on the land use application. A flagpole might
be included in the final plan but at the very least we would prepare for it
(electrical for lighting) and set it up for a good Eagle Scout project.

e Austin addressed the Board regarding Clean Water Services (CWS)

o He has a Service Provider Letter from CWS

o He suggested moving the butterfly garden slight north (closer to the storm water
facility) so that CWS might help with maintenance.

o The parking lot will have 10 parking spaces, one of which will be reserved by
handicap parking. The access to the east will be the entrance and the one to
the west will be the exit.

o The path would be made of pervious asphalt.

e Slyman passed out Exhibit B, C, and D to the Board as options for playground
equipment. The Board members preferred the “digger” for the sandbox and large
rocks structures to climb on for unstructured play.

e Slyman passed out Exhibit E showing stone step options for the stairs going from the
playground area to the path.

e Slyman passed out Exhibit F showing a slide and climbing wall to go next to the stone
steps from the playground area to the path. All Board members were in favor of this
idea.

e Slyman passed out Exhibit G (cost estimate) and reviewed each line with the Board.

e Next step is to present the land use packet by the end of May.

8. Dog Park Update (Switzer)

e Plans are being finalized and things are still on schedule.

e The 2015-16 Budget still shows the Dog Park being paid for out of SDC fees. Switzer
invited the Board to attend the next Budget Committee meeting. She reminded them
that they would be commenting as individuals and not on behalf of the Board.
Scheirman reiterated that he did not believe that the Dog Park was a capital project.
Other members of the Board were in agreement.
